New York 1900: Metropolitan Archi- 
tecture and Urbanism 1890-1915, by 
Robert A. M. Stern, Gregory Gilmar- 
tin and John Massengale. Rizzoli. 502 
pp. $60.00. 


New York 1900 examines the cultural and 
artistic awakening of New York City 
through a detailed look at the city’s archi- 
tecture and urbanism during the years 
1890 to 1915, when the city first acquired 
a distinct sense of itself as the represen- 
tative American metropolis, comparable 
to London and Paris. With in-depth 
descriptive text and period photographs 
this study becomes the definitive architec- 
tural reflection of a time when the city’s 
urban character was established and most 
of its cherished landmarks were built. 


Modern Architecture, Volume I 
1851-1919, Volume II 1920-1945, by 
Kenneth Frampton and Yukio 
Futagawa. Rizzoli. 464 pp. and 208 
pp. $29.95 each. Paperback. 


These beautiful volumes assemble the 
history of modern architecture in an un- 
precedented form in which evocative 
photographs are combined with two sepa- 
rate but related texts; the first being ten 
consecutive chapters dealing with the main 
currents of the period; the second, a series 
of extended captions which attempt to 
situate each one of the exemplars in its 
proper context. As a result, the books 
may be read as a linear account and as a 
set of fragments to be selected more or 
less at random. 


Follies: Architecture for the Late 20th 
Century Landscape, by B. J. Archer. 
_ Rizzoli. 100 pp. $19.95. 


The traditional folly, an adjunct structure 
erected for ornament on a gentleman’s 
‘estate, is here interpreted freely, with 
‘great diversity and invention. The designs 
reproduced are eminently buildable, or 
they may be studied and enjoyed as reve- 
lations of formal ideas in contemporary 
architecture, given free reign while never- 
theless addressing a real design problem. 


Post-Modern Malpractice, by Forrest
